16850. as 
followeth : (Viz. ) 


HAT about the 21ſt of Sep- 
= ember 1678, | being in Com- 
*z pany with Mr. Evers and one 
YL Hobſon ; in' Diſcourſe had a- 
"or" mongſt us, they both then de- 
clared, TI har their Deſign in Carrying on the 
Plot, was to kill the Duke of Monmouth as 
well as the KING ; which Horrid Ads the 
B Lord 
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(2) 
Lord Stafford about the ſame time propoſed 
for me to do: And that one George North 


(who was Nephew to Pickering, and Servant 


to my Lord Afton) declared to me, that they 
had Jately taken his ſaid Uncle (who was like- 
wile one appainted to kill the King), and put 
him in Newgate 5 which if trove, he faid he 
thought the King deſerved an Execrable 
Death, as was intended him, by reaſon of 
his Whoring and Dcbauchery. 

That in September 1678, Mr. Eters told 
me, That Mr. Beninyfield had a Pacquet of 
Letters delivered to him from the Poſt-houſe, 
which he feared the Lord Trealurer Danby 
had norice-of-; therefore he delivered them 
to the Duke of Tork, who Udiveted them 
to His Majeſty, who was pleaſed (after he 
had read them ) to give them to the Treaſu- 
rer, not much Crediting them, for that they 
had after ſuch manner. been tranſmitted to 
him ; by which unwarineſs the Deſign was 
undiſcovered, which the ſaid Pacquet of Let- 
ters wou'd have Confirmed of the Plot. 

That I have received many Pacquets of 
Letters for Evers, ſome of which I have broke 
open, and found them to be, and rend to the 
Eftabliſhing of the Romiſh Religion here : 
As alſo ſeveral Surns of Money, which by 
ſeveral perſons imployed to put forth, was for

the Ule of the Jeſt ro carry on the Deſivn. 
To which end Mr. Evers told me, That there 
was (:veral Gentlemen in the County of Staf- 
ford had Monies in their hands, though they 
were (hy of being ſo known; but neverthe- 
lels had entered into Covenant to do ir at 
St. Omers : To confirm which, I received a 
Letter from Mr. Warner a Feſuit, that the 
money ſhould be ſpeedily returned to Mr. 
Harcourt the Feſuit here. 

F hat in another Letter diietcd to Mr. 
Evers, which | broke opcn,and found the ſame 
ro be my Lord Stafford's hand- writing: Fhe 
Contents of which was, 7 hat things weiit 
well on beyond the Seas for tarrying on the Plor, 
and boped it gid ſo bere in Englabd ; ' and for rhe 
Pardoning of thoſe thatwere concerned thete- 
in, Mr. Evers told me, T hat there were ſeve- 
ral Indulgencies, which he believed came from 
Mr. Ireland, to whom they were tranſ{mitred 
from Rome. 

That the night before I went away from 
my Lord Aſtons upon Diſcovery of the Plor, 
Frock ſeveral Letters and Paptrs which related 
thereunto, and burnt thein, fearitig the ſame 
wou'd deteQ me, if found';- not then havin 
thoughts ro diſcover niy ſelf; which if I had 
happily kept and preferved,:wou'd have munch 
more Evidenced thewhole Deſign iti carrying 

on 


on the Plor: In ſeveral Letters relating tothe 
ſame, I have heard the Names of Oates and 
Bedlow, named as perfons therein imployed ; 
but I did not then know them. 

That I very well remember, that the Je- 
ſuits had a Meeting in London, in April 1575. 
for thac Mr. Evers, and other Jeſuits went up 
from Staffordſhire unto it, who dcfired me 
when | went co elcape, ro be {ccret; and that 
I ſhould, if 1 were ever brought to Examina- 
tion, deny my knowledge in every particu)zr, 
which I then, and when 1 burned my Papers, 
was reſolved to do: And the ſaid Mr, Evers 
at ſevera] times told me, 'T hat the Pope out of 
his Revenue had granted ſeveral Sums of mo- 
ney, in order to put the {riſþ into a Condition 
of oppoſing thenow Eſtabliſh'd Government; 
for it was his Gracious pleafure, to conſider 
what a TI yrannical Government they lived 
under. To which purpoſe I opened a Letter 
trom Paris, which was dirc&tcd to Mr. Evers, 
the perſons Name I have forgotten ; but ir 
was to this purpoſe, T hat he had lately re- 
ceived a Letter from Kome, to confirm, that 
the Pope did (till hold his good purpole, for 
the relieving the poor Iriſþ, and that they 
were conſidering how to procure them Men 
as well as Money : but as to that and other 


' things, there wou'd ſhortly be an Exprels 
from 
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from thence to England, which wou'd be a- 
bour the latter end of March 167, as I beſt 
remember; and that Mr. Evers company, 
with Mr. Cottons, Mr. Vavaſors, Mr. Gavens, 
and Mr. Peters, were requeſted to be art Lon- 
don, whither Mr. Evers and Mr. Peters 
went ; and when Mr. Evers came home 
again into the Countrey, he told me, That 
Mr. Ireland and Mr. Simons wou'd be in the 
Countrey the latter end of Fane, for conli- 
dering the belt way and means , for the 
carrying on the great Work, as they called 
It. 

That it was always agreed at our Meet- 
ings, IT hat to diſturb the Peace in Ireland 
and Scotland, woud be a means to weaken 
England lo much, that their atremprs might 
be calier managed, which cou'd not be done 
without a good Afliſtance beyond the Seas, 
which Mr. Gaven (aid; we needed not to 
fear ; for though they had great troubles 
with them both in Flanders and France, and 
thoſe Countrics, yet there wou'd not be 
men or money wanting to carry on their 
Deſign, for the Glory of God : And if fo, 
their Endeavours ſhou'd be no ways want- 
ing here; which was not only to kill the 
King , but the Duke of Monmonth allo , 

C but 
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but to kſkn the power of the reſt of the 
Pror.ftants: To which Mr. Peters asked; 
Ic tncy were aflured, that the Gentlemen 
were all true to them in Aſliſting them with 
money ? for if that ſhould fail, our own 
Stock will ſerve us little. Upon which I 
told them, I woud give them One hundred 
p2und more, to the Four hundred pound [ 
had bcfore (crled on them , which was ta- 
ken very thankfully, with promiſes that I 
needed not to frar to have a free Pardon 
procur:d for my vins paſt, and to be a 
Saint in Heaven, placed to all Eternity , 
for that I had been ſo much Inſtromental 
in ſo Pions a Work : and Mr. Vavaſor ſaid; 


That the monics which was out at Uſe to 


carry on the ſaid Deſign, for that there 


wou'd be occaſion for it ſpeedily ; and to 
thar end, one Mr. Fackſon was Choſen by 
th Jeſuits, as likewiſe Mr. Evers, to gather 
in the money about him, who in his place 
appointed me to go to Mr. Dracott, Sir Fames 
Simons, Mr. Heveningham, and other per- 
ſons that were Contributors thereabouts. 
Mr. Peters was appointed to receive of one 
Mr. Gerrard his Contribution-money ; bur 
being the Prieſt of the Houſe, Mr. Evers 
was willing to do it for him. Mr. Gaven 
under- 
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und:rtoopk for ſeveral private Cent] mn 
abour ///o/verbaupton (vis ) of Mr. Gifford 
of Chilington, Mir. Fitz- Herbert, Mc Gra- 
vener, Mr. Winford, Nis. Humpbrey Elliot , 
with ſeveral others; of which money I 
received Five hundred pound at Wolter- 
bampton of Mr. Yawaſor and Mr. Gaven, 
which Sum of Mr. Evers, with other mo- 
nies, returned here to Mir. Harcourt ; and 
ic bcing- then asked, Who was to ſpeak 
to Mr. Howard for his money ? It was 
anſwered, Mr. Eroadſireet, though Mr. Evers 
{aid, he wou'd do ir himſelf : but for Mr. 
Herbert Aſton, who was alſo a Contribu- 
tor in the ſaid Deſign ; and being- in debr, 
ought to be looked on accordingly : To 
which Mr. Vavaſor replyed, Thar it was 
for a good and Charitable Uſe; and God 
wou d the more encreaſe his ſtore ; or to 
that purpoſe : which monies ſo Colle&ed 
and Received, or ſhould come in, ſhould 
be returned to Mr. Harcourt and Mr. Ire- 
land, who ſhould receive Orders how they 
ſhould diſpoſe of the fame ; and if any 
doubt (ſhould arife, they ſhould repair to 
Mr. Benefield, who wou'd reſolve the ſame. 


That at another time Mr. Belad told 
me 
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me, when | came to London, he wou'd give 
me Inſtrugtions, and order how I ſhould 
proceed in my Undertakings. To all which 
I did ſeem very content ; and told me he 
wou d ſpeak to Groves, that I might have 
notice how the Defign went on, for then he 
cou'd not tell, till hehad ſpoken ro my Lord 
Bellaſss, and my Lord Arundell of Warder , 
who would prove the Loyal 'it men of Truſt 
and Council of any perſons in the World; 
but before I received my Letter from Mr. 
{reland, the ſaid Groves was in Newgate, 

That I ſaw a Letter from Mr. Harcourt, 
who told Mr. Evers, That he had lately re- 
ceived a Letter from Mr. Warner; wherein 
was mentioned, That Mr. Warner had uſed 
all care imaginable for the helping on the 
deſign in hand, and that there was Four hun- 
dred pound of the faid money in Mr. ſre- 
land's hands for that purpole ; and I heard 
Mr. Peters tell Mr. Evers, that he was very 
glad that Mr. Whitebread was made Provin- 
cial of the Feſuits , for that he wou'd be very 


” careful in carrying the deſign on, and a cloſe 
| man in his buſineſs ; and they then agreed 


that my Lord Armndell of Warder was the 


only man we had to truſt to, being a Wile 
man, and much in favour with the Duke of 


Jork. That

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That in a little time after this Di(- 
courſe had; I received in a Letter of 
mine, 3 Letters incloſed from Mr. Be- 
ningfield, one from Paris, and one from 
Mr. Harcourt ; that from Mr. Beningfield, 
was tolet Mr. Evers know, that he had 
ſpoken with my Lord Arundel of War- 
der,and that my Lord was very willing 
to ath{t in what was requeſted by Mr. 
Evers and Mr. Vavaſor, which Letters I 
intercepted, and Ineverlet Mr. Evers 
know, to whom they were dire&ed, 
that I had received them; but being 
not long after in Diſcourſe with him 
in his Chamber, I asked him what 
Perſons of Quality or Notedid ( be- 
{des thoſe he had mentioned to me.) 
countenance our Deſign, -towhich he 
an{wered,that there were ſeveral in o0- 
ther places,where the buſineſs went on 
ofvet as here,and at the ſame time told 
me, that he had Writ to Mr. Bening- 
field, to requeſt my Lord Arundel of 
Warder to be afli{ting in the matter 
which then was in hand,and I defiring 
to know of him whether my Lord was 
concerned in their Defiga, he told 
me, that his Lordſhip was to under- 
take the molt part of the Deſign, and 
with-my RY Bellaſis to give Order, 
D both 
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both as to the taking theKmg's Lite 
away,and the Duke of Monmozth's ; and 
for the Eſtabliſhing the Romib Go- 
vernment here. 

That about the middle of September 
1678 a Letter cafne to my hands, of 
Mr. Evers ( whichI opened) the Con- 
tents whereof were to this purpoſe; 
that he had been with my Lord Arun 
cl, and my Lord told him, that he 
{pokc.to the perſon he was requeſted, 
and it was both their Opinions, that 
it was the beft way to ſpeed their De= 
{ign. 'The perſons name, which ſent 
the Letter I know nat ; for there was 
two Letters for his name, which were 
I. W. 

That when the Defign was ſet on 
foot, it was not for the taking the 
King's Lite away, but to provide for 
theraſelves Money and Arms againſt 
thc King died, for it was Tran 
thought amongſt us,that the D. of M. 
would ſtand for the Crown after the 
King's Death; and then our hopes 
would be fruſtrated for ever having 
here the Romiſb Relivion eſtabliſhed. 

But the perceiving and ſeeing it 
ras his -Majcttics whole Endeavours, 
Lo Ettablith and ſecure the Proteſtant

Religion ſofirrh, thatit ſhould not be 
removed for the future. It was by De- 
crees chought fit; that this way that 
is now deſigned: and endeavoured to 
be carried 0n,would moſt an{wertheir 
wicked. ends, -and-for thoſe that had 
bin active therein, they agreed ſhould 
have Rewards, and chinking that I 


{ amongſt the feft) had deſerved ſom- 


thing, Ordered I-{hould ;have an c- 
qual {hare with one Captain Aderley, 
who was an Agent in che Jai Plot; 
but how much it ſhou , and in 
what, after the Dehgn took ettect, was 
not then-declared, *but was to be de- 
terminedby the D.of T-and my Lord 
Arunadel {ome other perſons ; but 
it ſhould be tach a thare, as ſhould 
make me, . and my . Poſterity happy. 
Which I ona with great thank- 
fulnc(sto Mr. Fvers, Mr: Gavan, Mr. Pe- 
ters, and Mr. Levifton, who then pro- 
miſled to ſee it fulfilled to me, alledg- 
ingat the {ame time, that there would 
be landsenough of the Proteltants,rto 
reward every one;that had been active 
i the faid Detign. 

Thar m the Summer 1678, I met 
with one Humphry E/l:ot, who fell into 
Ditcourle with mc about Mr. Ireland, 

who 
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who, {aid he, had told him, that I was 
to goup to London, upon an occaſion 
that would alſo oblige him to come 
up, which'Difcourſe ſomething ſtart- 
led me, which heperceiving, told me 
I nced not fear him, for if I ſuffered, 
he was like to ſufter as well as I, and 
begg'd of me not toimpart my mind 
toany one except my Lord Srafford or 
Air: Evers; or whom they {hould ap=- 

point. | | 
Thatfor the carrying on the whole 
Dehgn imn.{tveral other Counties, Mr. 
Peters, Evers and Prol told me,that there 
was for a-part:of Worceſter appointed 
one Mr. Turner, and three more whoſe 
names I -have forgot: and for apart 
of Darby/tire, and'a partof Nottingham= 
/ttre was appointedone Mr. Turner, Mr. 
Bennet, and+ Mr. Pool of Spmkebill, and 
one Vir: Heaton, which were to take 
care of their {cveral Liberties, as well 
tor engaging perſons in the Hellith 
Dceiign, as for railing ot mony of the 
Gentlemen to carry iton, and to give 
in their ſeveral accounts to the Pro- 
vincial, who was then appointed for 
that purpoſc, to ſee which was the beſt 
izencfactor, though at the ſame time 
Nr. Poo! told me, that he thought 
Mr. 
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Mr. Turner was no ways fit for fuch an 
Employ tor that, though he was a Pricit 
he was given to Drinking. 

Thar being ſent to Dr. Richard Need- 
ham with a Letter, and difcourting him, 
found him very Zealous to promote the 
Plot,who told me he had been 200 Miles 
about it, and that his pains he thought 
were well beſtowed in {o good a work, 
and that it ſhould fall out in his days, 
that might be ſpoke of in after Ages : 
That honeſt Dich Nee#ham was a Promo=- 
ter, and one Entrufted'tor the Eitablilh- 
ing of the Rom/b Religion, and the Sub- 
verſion of the Heretical Government. 
And being ſent at ſecond time to Dr. 
Needbdims:and Mr: Poo s,.and going firft 
to the faid Mr. Neewham's atSttfon in Scarſ= 
dale in' Darbyſbire with letters; - in order 
that Mr. Needh/#n imight tranſmit them 
from'place to place, according as he was 
thereby directed to the- Gentlemens 
houſes near adjoyning, the'purport of 
which letters were for the promoting 
and carrying on the Deſign of ſubvert- 
ing of the Proteſtant Religion. And Mr. 
Poo{being there,] dilpatched/my butinets 
with him,whichwasto the fame purpoſe, 
and Mr..Nc:4hambeing to receive orders 
from Mr. 'Poo/ and! Mr. Benner, Mr. Pool 

ge E after 
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after Vaſs gave him turther Inſtructi- 
ons as to what bufncls he was to under- 
take, who made this reply, that both 
he and his Son ſhould be at their Com- 
mand, to ſerve in fo good a caule, in 
the del{troying of the Protcitants, and 
introducing their own Religion, and 
having received his letter from me, and 
what I had to Communicate to him by 
word of mouth, the Content of which 
Letter was, that he ſhould go to Weſt- 
hallam to acquaint Ar. Pangrels, that 
Mr. Evers, Ar. Vavaſor and Mr. Peters 
would be at. We{thal/am, within a ſhort 
time, . and deftred that one Mr. Buſby 
might be at home, for they and ſome 
other Gentlemen would be ſure to be 
there at the time appointed about the 
great work: they knew of which ſo 
much concerned them all. 

- That I have Intercepted ſeveral Let- 
ters that came to Mr. Evers from St. Omer, 
and Paris, wherein was mentioned, that 
they were in good forwardneſs, and 
that they had disburſed 500 /. upon Ac- 
count tor Arms, asalſo 700 /. was men- 
tioned in other Letters to be laid out for 
the fame purpoſe, in ſome of which Let- 
rers,it was prefled to Mr. Evers for return 
of Monies. tor diſcharging thoſe Ac- 

| counts. 
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counts. And I have likewiſe ſeen Letters 
ro Grove, Ireland, Beningfield and Harcourt, 
tor the ſending mony over to thole Per- 
ſons, and that Mr. Ireland, and Mr. Vava- 
(or diftered in their accounts about the 
ſame, the laſt time Ire/and was in the 
Country. 

That about July 1578 a Pacquetcame 
directed to me \ Sek Mr. Evers, which 
came to 25. 64. which I open'd and 
there it was exprefled, that all things 
were ready which were beſpoke, and all 

aid off, but how it was Ordered I never 

new, and when I have been in buſineſs 
with them, it hath been often given our, 
that the King of Frence did know of this 
Defign, and would be Aiding and Afſiſt- 
ing therein, which I was ever of another 
opinion, and they then declared that 
there was in En2/andabove 200090 men, 
which would prove true, if occafion 
were, with ſome ſupplies, which they 
faid they wereſureof from other parts 
beyond the Seas. 

That abour Augs/# or the beginning 
of September 1678 Mr. Peters and Mr. Va- 
zaſor told me that there was to be a great 
meeting. of the Jeſuits. and Secular 
Prieſts at Boſcobe/, betides leyeral privare. 
Gentlemen that were to be there, 0 

receive 
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receive the Oath of Secrecy, whici1 
Mr. Gan was appointed to Adminiſter 
ro abour forty perſons, particularly at 
that 'time, it was given to Sir //ames '51- 
mons," Mr: Gerard, Mr. Fitzberbert, Mr. Va- 
vaſor) Mr Lemſon, Ar. Broadſbreet, Mr. Tur- 
ner, Mr. Manley, Mr. Francs Lemſon, 
and {ever:al others, the ſaid Mr. Gavar 
at the ſame time 'publiſhing-an-Act of 
Indulgence, which” he lately received 
from 'Rome to thoſe rhat were active in 
promoting the wicked Deſign of killing 
the Kingand the Subverhon of the Pro- 
reftant Religion, I promiſed to be there, 
bat went: not; for which they were an- 
gry, and Mr. Pervrs and Afr. Vavaſor 
Boch told me, tharthe occahion of their 
meeting was'to Conſult means how to 
carryon-the Plot. 7 - - £1 
That preſently after I had made my 
Diſcovery tothe Juftices of the Peace, 
they Jflued our their Warrants for the 
apprehending of 649: Hobſon and George 
North betorementioned; who were both 
thereupon - apprehended ,. -which ' my 
Lord Aſton hearing of, it was Reported 
that” his Lordi{hip thould fay in great 
Paſſion; Phat he was ſorry he did not 
run me through betore I went out of 
his Houſe. | 

1309. That 
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That about the beginning of September 1678. 
Mr. Evers told mcin great {ccret, that my Lord 
Afton was to go in 0ober next tollowing to Sr: 
Omers, and probably trom thence to Paris, which 
my Lord aftcrwards told me, hc was to go over, 
in order to diſpoſe of the Arms , which were 
provided there ; the number whereot were as 


. my Lord and Mr. Ezers told mc 30000. which 


were to be landed here and in Ireland, and tur- 
therdiſcourling Mr. Evers in that Aﬀeair, hetold 
me, that ſome out of caution to themſelves, 
would have their names centred at St. Omers, as it 
had been betore, the bertcr ro diſguiſe their De- 
ſign, and that abour two years Jail paſt, he with 
r. Cotton went over to enter their names, and 
that ſeveral of them had conunucd to do the hike 
in this Aﬀair and Deſign :. Bur atter the news was, 
that the Plot was diſcovercd, I never heard my 
Lord Aſton ſpeak ro me more of his going over. 
That in addicon to what I have alrcady dc- 
clared concerning my Lord Stafford, 1s, That his 
Lordſhip in September 1678. 1n the great Parlour 
at 7ixal diſcourſed Mr. Evers and me, and told 
us, That the reaſon of his diflatisfaCtion againſt 
his Majcſty, rowards whom hc had always car- 
ried himfelt with all ſort of Loyalty, as he had 
done towards his Father, whereby not only he, 
but others and their Families had been hercby 
ruined, and that in particular, ot the old Lord 
Aſton, who had been a great Sufftcrer, and his 
Father the Ambaſſador had ſpent 30000 /. our of 
cheir own Eſtate, was for all chis no hopes of 
any Recompence, for he plainly ſaw, as any 
thing fell tro be given, it was rather diſpoſcd of 
to Rebels and Traytors, than to thoſe that had 
ſerycd im, and that were Loyal; And therc- 
fore theſe things had wrought with him , and 
WCrc 
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vere ſufhcient to change his mind againſt the 
King, 1t there were nor the matter of Religion 
in queſtion, which was a Contideration aboye 
all others ; And is Lordſhip alſo rok notice, 
that ar any Scſſions of Parhament when there fell 
out any thing to the prejudice of the Catholicks, 
the King was always willing ro Expdſt-them'to 
the Parhaments mercy, both in Eſtates and 'in 
any thing c}{&, that might betal chem. 
That art a general Mecnng in September 1678. 
had ar 7ixa/ aforcfaid, where there was preſent 
the now Lord Aſton, Lord Stafford. Sir James 
Symons, Mr. Hevenrigham, Mr. Howard Mr. 
Gerard, Mr. Vavaſor, Nir. Lewſon, Mr. Peters, 
Mr. Symonds, 'Mr. Herbert Afton , Mr. Fitter, 
Mr: Broad/treet, and to the beſt of my remem- 
brance Mr. Dior; upon a fall debarc had of 
all their precedent Trarifaftions and Inſtructions 
WY ontheir Defigh ; It was then by them 
feveralty agreed and refolved upon,'to perform 
the Oaths they had'ſeverally before:raken, which 
was 'to Kill che King, .and to Eſtabliſh their Ro- 
mth Religion here in England; and they did cherg 
'alfo feverally promiſe to Aid and Afliſt me, in 
what I was to undertake, as well tor Money, as 
other Neceffartes : and then my Lord Srafford 
promiſed me, to make good his promiſe for- 
merly made mc, both as to Money and other 
Neccflarics.
